"The land of Jonathan G. Haynes was on Rock Crewk in the Greasy Cove 
which later was made into Unicoi County in 1875. Part of Carter and part 
of Washington County were used to form this iew County after the Civil 
War. So it may be that Jonathan G. Haynes sold his land in Unicoi County 
if he sold it around 1870. The MeInturff settlement was near what is now 
Unicoi village, just below Erwin, the county seat of Unicoi County. The 
Unicoi records are intact, as they date only from 1875. The 7th district 
of Washington County, Tennessee was made into Unicoi County. It was 
near Nolachucky river, This land adjoined land in Carter County. Buffa-— 
lo Creek comes down from Unicoi County and Rock Creek is up near the 
mountains, and near where there is the forest reserve now. 


"George Grayson Haynes married Margaret licInturf, daughter of Old 
John McInturff - at head of Buffalo Creek, early settler. 


"Tradition about George Haynes and Margaret MecInturff —- "Mathew 
Taylor, son of old Andrew Taylor Taylor I the first Taylor in washington 
Caunty, North Carolina, married Rachel Peoples. Their daughter, Rhoda 
married David Haynes; son of George Haynes (Heins) who was a native of 
Germany, and came to America settling in Virginia about the time of the 
Revolutionary Jar. He enlisted and while passing through the Jatauga

Scotch girl, daughter of a farmer named John McInturff. After the war 
he returned and married her and settled at the head of Buffalo Creek, on 
land given them by her father.

He aided in raising several regiments for the Con— 
federacy and finally became chief surgeon of the 69th, Tennessee Infantry 
under Colonel John W, Crawford. Dr. Harris was related to Isham G. Har- 
ris who was Governor of Tennessee and afterward became United States 
Senator from that state, 


An old citizen who had often heard Dr. harris speak, once said of 
him: "He is the most powerful Speaker I ever heard. He can open his 
mouth and his words tear up the ground in front of him." 


Edna Haynes Harris, the mother of Ceorgia's new Governor, was a sis— 
ter of Landon C. Haynes, called "the eagle orator of Tennessee" and of 
irs. Nat. G. Taylor, wife of a Tennessee Congressman. Two of the latter! 
sons, Bob and Alf Taylor, were famous Tennessee writers, humorists and 
lecturers, and ran against each other for Governor of the state. Gov— 
ernor Harris is, thersfor, 2 first cousin of the Taylor brothers. 


Landon C. Haynes was one of the leading lawyers in East Tennessee, 
represented his state as a senator in the Confederate Congress through— 
out the war, Alexander H. Stephens is reputed to have said of him, 
that Haynes had more brains than any other min in congress. 


Inhsrited His Ability 


From these illustrious forbeirs Governor Harris comes naturally by 
his taste for the law and his noted pift of eloquence. He was the old— 
est of eleven children. He attended the common schools of his neighbor— 
hood near Jonesboro, went to Boone's Creck Academy, and afterward to old 
Martin Academy in Jonesboro. At the outbreak of the Civil iar he was 
less than sixtcen years old, but in Spite of his tender age he enlisted 
in Blair's infantry, in January, 1862. This company was commanded by 
Blair', a Presbyterian minister, and was raised in the counties of “iash— 
ington and Knox, in East Tennessee. Eventually the company, after var-— 
ied active service, b ecime 2 part of the 63rd Tennessee Infantry reg- 
ment as Company D. 


In the fall of 1862 Private Nathaniel E. Harris was detached from 
his commind .nd ordered to report for duty at the department hendquar— 
ters. After serving for a time on Gencral jm. E. Jones! staff, he was 
1sSigned to the 16th Virginix Cavalry, attached to the 2nd Corps in the 
Army of Northern Virginia and in this service he continued until the end 
of the war.

As the cavalry did not surrender with Lee at Appomattox, Governor 
Harris, with about 1500 other cavalrymen, started over to Johnson's 
army, andwas finally disbanded by President Jefferson Davis at Charlotte 
North Carolina, on April 23, 1865. During his service in the Confeder— 
ate Army, Gov. Harris took part in 12 pitche?} battles and about 60 
skirmishes, and was under fire almost every day during the last months 
of the war, 


On returning from the war, Governor Harris fount that the old home 
near Jonesboro had been occupied for sometime by 2 bre.gade of lederal 
cavalry ind had suffered serious damagz, 211 the fences being burned 
the forests cut down and practically nothing left but the house. Soon 
after this there broke out in East Tennessee what was known as "Brown— 
low's "lar", which was nothing more or less than an orpunized court per- 
secution and a guerilla warfare by Union sympathized with or fought for 
the Confederacy. Houses and lands were fraudently confiscated, men and 
women were shot down in cold blood. 


To escape the reign of terror, a number of thc best families of 
East Tennessee abandoned their homes and sought refuge elsewhere. Among 
those who moved to Georgia were the Inmans, Sawtells, ‘Wilsons and others, 
who have prospered in their new homes and become leading citizens of 
their respective cities, 


Governor Harris rented some land at Pine Log, Bartow County, neir 
the plice where Mrs Cora Harris, the writer, has recently built a splen- 
did home, and there farmed for three years, making enough to take care 
of his mother and the younger children. His father died near Kingston 
Georgia. 


Then he borrowed from Alexander H. Stephens, who had been associated 
with his kinsmen in the Confederate Congress, enough money to pay his 
way through college and entered the University of Georgia in 1867. Three 
years later, in the class of 1870, he graduated with first honor. While 
at the University he was a member of Eta Chuipter of the Chi Phi Fraterni- 
ty. after graduating he went to Sparta Georgia in Hancock County, taught 
the children of Judge Linton Stephens and studicd law under that famous 
Georgian. Also he established, with A. Miller Dubose, The Hancock Sen— 
tinell which afterwards became the Sparta Ishnaelite. 


In October 1872, he was admitted to the bar, and in February 1673 
he married Miss Fannie T. Burke, a daughter of Rev. John W. Burke,of 
liacon Georgia. In the spring of 1898 Gov. Harris lost his wife, who 
left.six children, as follows:— Mrs. Carrie E. Hazelhurst, General ‘alter 
A. Harris, Mrs. Fannie B. Wallace, John B. Harris, David W. Harris, Nat. 
E. Harris, Jr., the latter died in 1902. The Governor's present wife 
was Miss Hattie Gibson Jobe, daughter of Dr. Abram Jobe, distinguished 
physician and surgeon of Carter County, Tennessee. 


In 1882 Governor Harris was clected to the house of Representatives 
from Bib County, and served through the term of 1882-1683 and the term 
1884-1885. During his service in the house he introduced the bill creat- 
ing the Georgia School of Technology and has been chairmin of the board 
of trustees of that institac.ion since 1886.

A Sketch of the genealogy of Christopher Haynes. 


Christopher Haynes came to this country from England in company with Gen- 
eral Mulinburs, under the authority of the British Government to look after 
the interest of In-sland in this country, then known as the Colonies of North 
“America, but now as the United States. Christopher Haynes came as an inter- 
preter for the di’fcrent languages that was spoken by different nationalities 
that were then in this country. 


The date of their coming was somewhere about 1740 or 1742. After the busi-— 
ness was ended with General Mulinburg, Haynes associated himself with two 
other gentlemen in the city of Philadelphia as Importers of merchandise, in 
about 1748, they were very successful in business until the death of Haynes, 
which was in 1763. The joint business was said to be worth sp)000,000. The 
two lining men gathered up all the money and left the country and were never 
heard of again. Haynes widow died in a few months from the shock. They left 
three children, one girl and two boys, these were bound out at different 
places to Godfathers and Godmothers, as was the order of orphan children in 
the Lutheran Church.

Persecution, fled from Scotland to Ireland. His name was Gordon, 


He and others were condemned to be hung because they were Prot— 
estants. They escaped by a ball of yarn and a vial of aouafortis. 
By these they destroyed the grates of the prison. Escaping at night, 
they reached the Shores of Ireland the next day; their property was 
e@nfiscated, - (ur. Gordon's as well as that of others). His wife and 
one son were turned out to starve. A Shepherd took her to the moun— 
tains and concealed her until the persecution was over. She was sent 
to her husband in Ireland. 


Alexander Gordon, son of the above, came to America at an early 
date (about 1764). hargaret Gordon, daughter of the above, married 
James Doran. Her father Opposed the marriage. Her mother consented 
and they were married twelve months before the father knew it. 


This couple moved to America. They settled first in the State of 
Maryland and later removed to Yashington County, Virginia, 

In 1800, William Doran, son of James and Margaret (Cordon) Doran, 
moved to ijiddle Tennessee, He Was a member of Hopewell Church, near 
hilton, Tennessee, 


He told his children on his death bed that his hands had never 
taken a bribe and that they had never taken anything unjustly from 
the widow and orphan. His last words, "Jehovah's Children", 


He died in 1834, professed religion in 1801, of this family 
there were three brothers and six sisters 


Nancy Doran's mother was a Duff. The. Duffs settled fontivst, lin 
North Carolina, in Cuilforg County. Later they removed to Jashinegton 
County, Virginia

(From 1 letter from Rev. Paul E. Doran, Sparta, Tennessee, August 11° 1932 
to Professor Lowery Alfred Doran, University of Oklahoma) 


"I am descended from Robert Alexander Moran, who settled in Hampshire 
County, Virginia, in 1742 or three. He came from County Donegal, Ireland, 
in 1741 and lived for a year or two in New Jersey near Englishtown, Mot 
liking life there, he came to Virginia and settled in Hampshire County, now 
Jest Virginia. There he reared a family and died there; his wife, accord~ 
ing to the record I have, was Sarah Elizabeth Reed. To this union were born 
among others, William Doran and Alexander Doran. I mention Alexander be-= 
cause this is the one in whom you are probably interested. I am descended 
from William. 


"This Alexander was born in about 1760-5. At fourteen or fifteen he 
entered the Revolutionary army under General Washington as a teamster, driv— 
ing a munition wagon. He was cited bor bravery under fire and was person— 
ally commended by Washington. After the war closed he was an overseer of 
part of the Fairfax estate and after Washington's death he came into possess 
ion of part of the land. Robert Alexander Dorin w2s a man about fifty when 
the war started and served on Washington's staff. It is easy to see how his 
Son should attract the attention of the General. 


"Alexander married Elizabeth, daughter of John Lowery; their children 
were William, Joseph, John, James, Peter, Elizabeth, Alexander. Joseph 
Settled at Sedan, Va., and reared a family and afterward moved to Ohio. 

John settled at Blacklick, Ohio, where some of hisdescendants still live. 
James also went to Ohio. Peter probably never married. Elizabeth married 
Joseph Caleb Smith 2nd reared a family in Virginia where many of her des— 
cendants still live. Alexander was drowned in North River when he was just 
2 young man unmarried, William married Hannah Guard and reared 2 large 
family some of whom went to Ohio while Dave and Samuel went to Cloud County 
Kansas. JI know nothing further about the children of Alexander and I sup— 
pose you would not be interested in the family of william. -I might tell 

you However, that William also served through the Revolution and was given 

4 grant of land, one thousand acres, in the Cherokee Netion in what is now 
Overton County, Tennessee. He reared a family of twelve sons and two 
daughters, Wary and Elizabeth. Silas and Ambrose, twins, the youngest chil- 
dren of William Doran were the first to use steam in industry west of the 
mountains. My father, Marion, was the oldest son of Silas and will be nine- 
ty-three his next birthday. He is living now in retirement; he was a doc- 
tor by profession and was also an ordvined minister in the Presbyterixn 
Church, the ancestril church of the Dorans."

1938) 


"—-— Alexander Doran was the son of Janes Doran who was born in Doran 
Castle in County Donegal, Ireland, and the third son of the Karl of Donegal. 
Ile came to New Jersey in 174] and two years latur settled in the Vestern 
part of Virginia at a place called Wolf Hills, now Abingdon. His son, Alex- 
ander Doran, may have been born before he left Ireland. Alexander became a 
man of prominence and at his death had an estate of ten thousand acres at 
Abingdon. Alexander had a very large family. Somewhere I have the names 
of his children but I cannot now find it. He and his son, William, my great 
grandfather, served throughout the Revolution. At least one other son 
Served for awhile and was wounded in the battle of Kings Mountain. There is 
a Story in our family of how Mary Doran and her mother worked a day and 
night getting bullets and powder ready and of how Mary hitched the old eray 
mare to the sled and took her load through the line of fire to her brother 
during the battle. Before the fight was over her sweetheart was dead and 
her brother badly wounded and so she took them both to her home in Abingdon 
on the sled. This Mary was a daughter of Alexander Doran. Later, she mar— 
ried Colonel Carter for whom Carter County was named, and lies buried near 
Elizabethton, Tennessee. Colonel Carter died leaving one son, and ilary 
married later a man named Lowery. 


"At the death of Alexander Doran his children had some quarrel over 
the settlement of the estate and they all left Virginia. William got a 
grant of one thousand acres of land in Overton County, Tennessee, and moved 
there in 1796. John also came to Tennessee but I know very little of his 
family. George went to Philadelphia and his descendants are now in Penn— 
Sylvania and New York. Alexander went to Ohio where Columbus now is and 
many of them have been prominent there, One Doran was a member of Congress 
from that district until his death a few years ago. Alexander Doran, a 
surgeon in Columbus, and I used to correspond but I have not heard from him 
ina long time. Others went farther west and the family is numerous on San 
Francisco now. 


"Back in the ancient days of the petty kings in Ireland the Dorans 
ruled Donegal for four hundred years. They lost their kingdom in about the 
year 1200. 


"A few years ago I spent five weeks in Ireland and while there I saw 
Sir Henry Doran who owns the large ancestral estate of the Dorans in Done- 
gal. He was at that time a member of the Irish Senate and one of the most 
influential men in Ireland. You probably know that the house of Doran is 
one of the oldest of Irish Nobility. While I was in Ireland I was shown 
much respect everywhere as soon as my name was known. At Belfast, at the 
Assembly where I spoke the clerk told me that nothing had happened in Ire~ 
land in more than a thousand years in which the Dorans had not had part. 
The reigning Earl in Donegal at the time of the Reformation was the first 
to sign the Irish Covenant in his blood, since which time the Dorans have 
been Presbyterian, except for a few strays in this country who hive joined 
other churches. 


"The name is common name in all the Gallic lands, in Ireland, Scot— 
land, North Enpland, france and even in the Gallic parts of Spain,. but our 
family is Irish."

On this day the lst of October 1832 before James C. Mitchel one of the 
judj.es of the Circuit Courts in and for the Stute of Tennessee now sitting, 
for suid county of Rutherford at Murfreeshorough personally appeared in open 
court Josiah: Martin au resident in county aforesaid, aged about seventy-five 
years who being first duly sworn according to law, doth, on his oath, make 
the following declaration in order to obtain the benefit of the act of Con- 


me 


eress passed June 7th, 1832.

Applicants father lived in Pennsylvania, Cumberland County, which being 
on the frontier and exposed to the depredations and murders of the Indians, 
enused him to move his family for security to an adjoining county where 
applicant was born in February 1757, as he has been informed by an older 
sister, He never had an exact record of his age. In the meantime his 
father was taken by the Indians, and on being released again settled with 
his family in Cumberland County applicant being then about two years old. 

He lived there till about the year 1765 when he imoved to Lincoln County North 
Carolina. Applicant lived in Lincoln County liorth Carolina until the year 
180% vwnen he moved to his present residence in Rutherford (Tennessee) where 
he mas ever since continued to reside. He entered the service or the 
United States in Lincoln County North Carolina, as a volunteer, early in 

the spring of 1782, he can not state the precise time, but knows it was 

soon after the first alarm of disturbanses fromthe Tories in his section 

of country after the British had taken Charleston or after they were about 
to take it. ile belonged to a company of volunteers, about 15 or 20 in 
number generally, «nd commanded by Capt. Barber. There was no inferior 
officers who commanded in the company. Its movements was directed against 
the Tories of Lincoln and the adjoining county of Rutherford. One of its 
first expeditions was, in early corn planting time 1780, to the house of 

one Ambrose Mills of Rutherford County on White Oak Creek of Broad River, 
who was supposed to be raising a regiment of Tories. Barber's company 
stayed at Mill's a week or more, lived upon his meat and corn, and ranged 

in the neighborhood. Mills promised to be neutral, and the company return- 
ed home. They learned that Mills not regarding his promise raised a regi- 
ment of Tories, received the commission of Colonel from the British and 

was taken by the Whiges in battle of Kingst ifountain and hung. 


The next remarkable excursion applicant remembered to have made under 
Captain Barber was with the intention of surprising the Tories collecting 
at Ramsours' on the South fork of Catawba river above 20 miles from tneir 
homes « The compsny started one evening and went 9 or 10 miles ana camped 
a Little distance from the road in a very secluded placc, leaving one man 
to watch if any one passed along the road. Some time in the night two 
men passea in a cirection from Ramsours. ur watch haled them, but they 
put spurs and rode on. They returned before day and in attempting to 
avoid our watch, cume directly to the camp and were tuxen. Roth these 
prisoners were Tories, one of them by name Moore was brother to the Moore 
who was then collecting the Tories at Remsours. Learning from them that 
the Tories at Ramsours were too strong for us, we changed our march east- 
ward in % dixection across Cutawba river at Tucksiegy ‘ord to General 
Rutvhertord's camp near Charlotte in ilecklenburgh County. We then recross— 
éd at sae ford with Rutherford's army, thence in direction to Riusours. 
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We did not get there till a few hours after Col. Locke had arrived ond de- 
feated the Tories there under lioore. We found the bodics of men und horses 
that haG@ been slain in the Skirmish still lying on the ground. Our company

Perhaps no Single family when numerically Considered, has added more 
to the historical rlory of Western North Carolina than has the McDowel.1 
family. <A similar record for the state of Kentucky has been made by a 
branch of these same people. A progeny distinsuished in almost every 
walk of life has descended from these worthy since.
